These pictures have all been selected and en- 
gaged by a gentleman thoroughly versed in art mat- 
ters and himself an artist of standing. 

Purchasers may feel assured that all paintings 
in this collection are good and are fine examples of 
each artist’s work. 

A short summary of the work of each artist 
represented will be given to those interested upon 
request. Here it may be of interest to make a few 
remarks concerning the appreciation and criticism 
of paintings. 

An artist is not a machine to record obvious 
facts and literal truths. His place is as an inter- 
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preter. Huis aim is to record his ideas and impres- 
sions. He has but a flat surface and colored paints 
as his means. He cannot by the greatest skill re- 
produce nature, and any attempt at this will nat- 
urally fail. 

In looking at paintings one should first take 
into consideration the artist’s point of view. To 
find what he wishes to say, to consider that it is 
probably a serious work of some individual who 
has spent much thought in executing it, to seek 
rather an understanding than to immediately as- 
sume an antagonistic attitude because the work may 
happen to be somewhat different from what we 
have been accustomed to seeing. 

There are many limitations and difficulties at- 
tendant in making a painting, and it is necessary 
to study these to thoroughly enjoy a good picture. 

To set a work down as bad without a thorough 
knowledge and understanding of the artist’s point 
of view and without having cultivated the powers 
of observation and analysis which the painter must 
have cultivated to produce the work, is to pass judg- 
ment unwisely. . 

Finish is another puzzling consideration for the 
average person who views a painting. Finish. is 
achieved as soon as a proper relation of form and 
color and light and dark has been reached and as 
_soon as the artist’s idea has been expressed, as soon 
as the picture holds together as a unit. It may be 
accomplished quickly and freely, or it may be done 
by much laborious work. 

A work of Art is the production of individual- 
ity or personality conforming with certain Art prin- 
ciples of arrangement, design, or composition, har- 
monious color and unity of the whole in conception 
and execution. 

Then comes the technical qualities of good draw- 
ing of forms, correct values or relations of colors. 
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light and dark, and the actual work of production 
- in the medium chosen, or degree of skill shown in 
rendering the work. 

An artist considers truth quality, and interesting 
treatment of his motive, quality being a term most 
difficult to describe but well illustrated by saying 
that it applies to pictures as it does to human beings 
in good breeding and refinement of thought and 
action. When all of these things are well balanced 
we get a great work of Art. When two are present 
we may have a good picture, but the fact of truth 
alone cannot produce a work of Art, for Art is 
interpretation and not imitation of nature. 

The State Fair of Texas wishes to urge those 
who are thinking of purchasing pictures to take ad- 
vantage of the labor, thought, and money that has 
been given to bring this collection before you. 

There is no commission charged in any sales ef- 
fected and the sole aim of the Fair Association is 
to show you a good collection of recent American 
paintings with the hope that you will find pleasure 
in good pictures and come to a realization of the 
fact that Art has a real and personal meaning for 
every one in this world, and that good pictures in 
the home go a long way towards creating an at- 
mosphere of refinement and can give pleasure to all 
who see them.
